PARSONS MAKES AN APPEAL 


1O THER PUBLIC. 


A CIRCULAR CALLING FOR A POPULAR 


UPRISING TO PREVENT THE EXE- 
CUTION OF THE SENTENCE, 
CHIcAGo, Sept. 21,—A. R. Parsons, the 


condemned Anarchist, sent for a reporter to- 
day and gave out for publication a long docu- 
ment addressed to “ The American People,” and 
made a special request that it be published 
without any alteration. He quotes at length the 
evidence and rulings of the Supreme Court; says 
that the speeches credited to him in the 
trial were garbled extracts by excited and 
imaginative newspaper reporters; that his Hay- 
market speech did not excite riot; and that 
there was no connection between his speeches 
and the death of Officer Degan. He says the 
evidence did notshow him guilty, but proved 
his innocenee; that he has been convicted as an 
Anarchist and not as a murderer. He came and 
gave himself up for a fair trial, and appeals to 
the American people to avert the awful crime 
of judicial murder. ‘‘The lovers of justice,” 
he says, “are engaged in an_ effort 
to thwart the consummation of  judi- 
cial murder by a commatation of sentence 
to prison. For this I thank them, but I am an 
Innocent man. I am sacrificed to those who 
say, ‘These men may be innocent, but they are 
Anarchists.’ I am prepared to lay down my 
lite for my rights and the rights of my fellow- 
men, but [object to being killed on false and 
unproved accusations. Therefore I cannot 
countenance or accept the efforts of thoxe who 
would endeavor to. procure a commutation of 
my sentence toimprisonment in the penitentiary. 
Neither do I approve of any further appeals 
tothe courts of law. Aa between capital and 
its legal rights and labor and its rights the 
court must decide with the capitalistic classes. 
An appeal to them would be the appeal of wage 
slave to his capitalistic master for liberty. If I 
had never been an Anarchist before, my experi-- 
ence with the courtand the lawa would make 
an Anarchist of me now. Lappeal not only for 
mercy, but for justice.” After again saying that 
he will not accept a commutation of sentence he 
closesby quoting the language of Patrick Henry: 
“Give me liberty, or give me death,” 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Justice Harlan’s 


attention was called to-day to the interview 
published this morning with Justice Miller in 
Chicago,in which he said that any writ of error 
in the cases of the Anarchists would ordinarily 
be made to Justice Harlan, Illinois being 
in the latter’s circuit. Justice Harlan 
said he had no information that any 
application would be made. He was 
asked under what circumstances § crim- 
inal cases conld reach the Supreme 
Court of the United States from State 
courts. He saidin reply that he supposed any 
application for a writ of error, to whatever Jus- 
tice it should be mace, would be under section 
709, Revised Statutes, which provides, among 
other things, that “a final judgment or decree 
in any suitin the highest court of a State, in 
which a decision in the suit could be had, where 
any title, right, privilege, orimmunity is claimed 
under the Constitution or any statute of the 
United States and the decision is against 
the title, privilege or immunity specially 
set up or Claimed by cither party under such 
Constit 

or affirmed in the Supreme Court of the United 
States upon a writ of error.” He also referred 
to section 710, whicn provides that cases on a 
writ of error to reviso a judgment of the State 
courts in any criminal case shall have prece- 
dence on the docket of all cases to which the 
Government 1s not @ party, except only cases 
which the court mayin its diseretion decide to 
be of public importance. He declined to say

Hundreds of workingmen had thrust into their 


hands in the streets to-day a little circular 
printed in German and Euclish and designed to 
provoke a popular uprising in defense of 
the condemned “ Anarchists. The circular 
is addressed to “The workingmen of 
the United States of North America” 
and is signed * Federation of Trades Unions, 
New-York, Sept. 18, 1887.” The circular opens 
with a villification of Judge Gary and every 
person connected with the prosecution of the 
Anarchists and defends Anarchism, which it de- 
clares “is neither bloodshed, licentiousness, or 
a negation of every human principle, but is 
synonymous with humanity, freedom, and 
justice.” Most of the circular fs used to call 
workmen to rise up and prevent the hanging of 
the seven Chicago Anarchists. Here are some 
extracts from it: 


“American workers: Will you suffer this out- 


rage to be flung into your face? Will you remain 
silent and allow that so-called justice shall 
be defiled in so bloody a manner—a_  dast- 
tardly deed alleged to be sanctioned by the 
will of the people? It must never be., Arise in 
your imposing might, and let your righteous wrath 
tall in unmistakable protest upon the heads of those 
interpreters of the law who have basely be- 


trayed their trust. These beasts of capital want 


blood! Their hirelings have shown themselves 
ready to seize the best and noblest from the ranks of 


the people and render them up to their senseless 


rage! Workmen! Will you remain quiet while the 


strivings of your people, identical with the holiest 


yearnings of mankind, are sacrificed and trampled 
under foot in the persons of your comrades } Gather 
together, summon our comrades from every side, 


and proclaim our opinion in such a way 


that no doubt can remain of their character.

If you wish to do so you can prevent the 


consummation Nov. 11 ot this horrible deed, to 


which the deeds of cannibals are nothing. Indig- 
nation meetings must be called and held as 
quickly as possible.

A BOLD ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 
Trenton, N. J. Sept. 21—John Baum, alias 
John Hugg; John Francis Hanna, alias Charles 
Mack; Charles Hi. Skirm and James Gaffnef¥, 
attempted to make their escape from the State 
prison yesterday morning. Baum is serving a 
fifteen-year term for breaking and entering with 


intent to kill. He was sentenced in Bergen 
County, and has served time atSing Sing. Hanna 
is a notorious counterfeiter, and has been a 
prisoner in the Kastern Penitentiary in Philadel- 
phia. Heis serving a three-years term for plying 
his business ip Atlantic City. Skirm ia a horse 
thief doing a four-year term. He stole a horse in 
this city and shota policeman in Frankford, Penn. 
while riding the animal through that 
town. Gatiney committed an assault in Eliza- 
beth and was sentenced to one year. The men 
occupied one of the large celis in the south hall 
of the prison. On Monday evening, as they re- 
turned from the workshop to their cell, Baum 
noticed that in an unoccupied cell adjoining, 
some workmen, who had heen putting ina steam 
pipe beneath the cells, had left a hole in the wall 
through which the prison yard could be seen. 
He and his mates dug a hole through the stone 
and brick wall of their own cell, giving egress 
to the unoccupied one. Their tools were the 
forks and knives with which they ate. The hole 
they succeeded in making was so large 
that they could easiiy craw] through it. ‘They 
did so, but when they éntered the next cell they 
found that the bole that the workmen had made 
had been securely closed up. It is surmised 
that they worked in the masonry of their own 
cell from 8 o’clock in the evening until 3 in the 
morning. At 40’clock a turnkey discovered them 
picking with their knives and forks in the stones 
and bricks with which the hole was closed. and 
they, having succeeded only insplintering them, 
quietly surrendered. They had torn up their 
bed sheets and twisted the pieces into a 
rope. With this it was their intention to 
scale the high stone wall surrounding 
the prison, provided they could choke to death 
the four bloodhounds in the prison yard and 
escape the aim of the guard, who, through the 
night and early morning, watches from the 
tower over the prison roof. The men said they 
intended to take every chance and risk their 
lives for the sake of liberty. Gaffney’s term ex- 
pires in two weeks. Ue told Keeper Patterson 
that the three other men compelled him to join 
in the effort to escape, threatening to brain him 
if he did not or it he undertook to give an alarm. 
His story is believed, and he alone of the quartet 
is not now doing penance.

ON VESSELS AND GOODS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Department of 
State furnishes the following for publication: 


Memorandum of agreement between the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America and the Gov- 
ernment of Spain, for the reciprocal and complete 
suspension of all discriminating duties of tonnage 
or imposts inthe United States and the islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, and all other countries belong- 
ing to the Crown of Spain, upon vessels of the re- 
spective countries and their cargoes. 

I. It is positively agreed that from this da 
solute equalization of tonnage dues and imposts shall 
at once be applied to the production of or articles 
proceeding from the United States or any other for- 
eign country, When carried in vessels belonging to 
citizens of the United States and under the Ameri- 
can flag. to the Islands of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines, and also to all other countries belonging 
to the Crown of Spain, and that no higher or other 
tonnage daes or imposts shall be levied upon said 
vessels and the goods carried in them, as aforesaid, 
than are paid by Spanish vessels and their cargoes 
under similar circumstances, 

IT, On thé above conditions, the President of the 
United States shall atonce issue a proclamation de- 
clarinug that discriminating tonnage dues and im- 
posts in the United States are suspended and dis- 
coutinued 4s regards Spanish vessels and products, 
manufactures, or merchandise imported into the 
United States, proceeding from Spain, from the 
aforesaid possessions, and from the Phillippine Isl- 
ands; and also from all other countries Welonging to 
the Crown of Spain or irom any foreign country. 
This protocol of an agreement is offered 
ernment of Spain and accepted by that of the United 
States as afuliaud satistactory notification of the

11. The Unitea States Minister at Madrid will be 
authorized to negotiate with the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, either by an agreement or treaty, 30 as to 
place the commercial relations belween the United 
States and Spain on a permanent footing advan- 
tageous to both countries.

IN DANGER OF MAKING A MIS- 
TAKE. 

The proceedings of the Democratic Con- 
vention in Massachusetts on Tuesday give 
evidence of a strong disposition in the Dem- 
ocratic Party to commit a fatal blunder. 
The position which it took, though some- 
what disguised, was in etfect against the 
civil service reform policy to which the 
National Administration is fully pledged. 
The argument of the Chairman of the Con- 
vention, carefully worded as it was, was in’ 
substance the old and familiar one in de- 
fense of the spoils system. He dwelt upon 
the importance of party -organization, 
and assumed that in order to make it 
effective those who do the work must 
have before them the incentive of what 
he called an “‘honorable competition for 
official position.” What he plainly meant 
was that public offices must be used for the 
reward of party services. The effect of that 
doctrine upon the public service and upon 
party methods we know only too well, and 
the result of its application in Republican 
hands has long been the subject of Demo- 
cratic denunciation. It produces incompe- 
tency in office, promotes an unjust discrim- 
ination between those who aspire to places 
in the public service, and fosters a class of 
professional politicians whose object is not 
to serve the public interests, but to obtain 
the spoils for themselves.

It ought to be plain to every leader in the

AN ABLE WITNESS. 

If Mr. Coruis P. HuntineTon had not 
been lifted by his own enterprise and en- 
ergy above the necessity of working for 
his living, he could earn a very comfortable 
salary as a professional witness. His meim- 
ory is at once retentive and discriminating, 
and he has a highly cultivated talent for 
oblivion. Moreover, he entertains the court 
and keeps things lively to a degree that no 
other business man has attained since the 
untimely withdrawal from the witness 
stand of Mr. JAMES FIsK, Jr. 

Limits have been set by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to the curiosity 
of official inquisitors in the employ of the 
Government concerning the affairs of the 
Pacific roads. The opinion in which the 
limits of that curiosity were defined has 
been printed and disseminated by some per- 
son whose modesty equals his public spirit, 
for there is not so much asa date or an im- 
print upon the pamphlet.

The witness is at his best when he breaks 
out in statements in which the dialect of 
his native Connecticut is overlaid with the 
more ambitious imagery of his adopted 
slope. The remark that eighteen hundred 
years ago among twelve selected men “1623 
per cent. of them were short weight,” is 
more blasphemous than was to be expected 
from a man who disowns the application of 
a participle to a hog, but its picturesqueness 
isnot to be denied. Even more thrilling 
are the little eulogies upon himself and his 
life work into which the witness .broke out 
whenever the interest seemed to flag. A 
man who has substituted large dividendsfor

lic benefactor certainly. It does not follow 
that he is a martyr. Mr. HuNTINGTON’s 
equipages do not shine like meteors, neither 
do his palaces rise like exhalations. His only 
personal extravagance is a newspaper, and 
that cannot be called ostentatious, nor does 
it cost so very much more than a steam 
yacht. Still, Mr. Huntrneron is what he 
would call *‘ well fixed” as the reward of his 
exertions, and even if the bones of emi- 
grants no longer bleach along the line of 
the Central Pacific there is nothing in his 
heroic virtues to exempt him from the or- 
dinary obligation to pay his debts and ful- 
fill his contracts. 





THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE. 
Diplomacy rarely presents a prettier 
muddle than that about the Alaska seal 
poachers. First Sir JAMES FERGUSSON, Sec- 
retary to the Foreign Office, officially in- 
forms Parliament that the seized vessels 
had been ordered to be released, reserving 
all questions involved for the ‘‘ commission- 
ers” or “‘negotiators” who have the fisher- 
ies war in charge. Secondly, Mr. BayaRD 
unofiicially, but personally and explicitly, 
says this is not so. « Thirdly, somebody 
by name unknown strives to reconcile the 
inconsistency by explaining that Sir JAMES 
referred to last year’s seizures and Mr. 
BAYARD to the seizures of the current sea- 
son. Fourthly, the Canadian sent to Alaska 
to look into matters asserts that last‘year’s 
seizures are still in quod. The order for 
their release was telegraphed, but the judi- 
cial order was rescinded because the tele- 
gram was taken to be a forgery and no writ- 
ten order of release was everreceived. Fifth- 
ly, a Victoriatelegram reports that theBritish 
vessels seized this year were in fact released. 
The Captains went away grumbling like 
genuine sea dogs because after six weeks’ 
detention they did not have even one day 
in court. : 
Here’s news enough for anybody to make 
a choice from. The facts seem to support 
Sir JAMES’S version, but our choice is un- 
hesitatingly for Mr. BAYARD’s, inasmuch 
as everybody knows he and BISMARCK 
alike practice the Machiavellian art of dip- 
lomatic deceit by telling the truth. Incident- 
ally we would suggest that if by chance 
any of the seal thieves are still in hand 
they should not be let go until the grounds 
of their release were made pretty clear. 
President CLEVELAND released last year’s 
seizures because of compassion for their al- 
leged ignorance of the law, whereupon our 
esteemed British contemporaries promptly 
declare the releases are to be regarded as 
surrenders of the principles involved. It 
may be’that England can keep us away 
from her inshore cod banks and her open- 
sea pearl fisheries, but that we cannot warn 
her away from the whaling and sealing 
grounds Russia sold us. It may be so, but 
the concession should not be made until 
issue is joined and the case argued. If 
meanwhile pardons are to be misconstrued 
as surrenders there should be no more par- 
dons without an understanding. 








MILITIA PRACTICE MANQUVRES. 

Congress having at its last session, after 
twenty years of effort, been induced to 
double the annual appropriations made to 
the militia of the States, a ney enterprise 
now seems to be on foot among the earnest 
friends of the citizen soldiery. 

It is proposed to ask Congress next Winter 
to make an appropriation for the specific 
purpose of carrying on practice manceuyres 
among the National Guard, the appropria- 
tions being designed to meet the expenses 
of bringing the troops together and main- 
taining them, and perhaps paying them for 
the time during which they are thus called 
into service. The idea is a striking one. 
The plan would be to furnish the militia 
with something analogous to the Autumn 
maneuvres which play so prominent a part 
in the training of European armies. It is 
made additionally attractive by proposing 
to bring into the mananuvres all the regulars 
who can bespared from the garrisons that 
may be in the neighborhood of the place 
chosen for the manceuvres, thus enabling 
their officers to learn something of the 
handling of large bodies of troopa. and the 
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militia on their part to learn something of 
the ways of professional soldiers. 

While the advantages of this project are 
obvious, there are drawbacks, and the sen- 
timent of the militia is by no means uni- 
form in its favor. One obstacle is that in 
some States Autumn nianm@uvres wonld be 
almost out of the question, because Au- 
tumn is the business season, while mid- 
summer.is dull nearly everywhere. In the 
South May might be even better than July, 
as July would be better than September 
in other parts of the country. Still, the 
heat of July is so excessive that a fortnight 
then might not be of as much real service 
as three daysin Autumn. Buta more gen- 
eral objection is to the additional time 
which would thus be exacted of the militia, 
and which many of them could not well 
spare from their business. A large part of 
the men are employés, and would find hard 
work in getting leave of absence from their 
ordinary callings for a week or ten days 
in addition to the time taken up in camp 
and in parades. Andif Autumn mancuvres 
had to be conducted at the expense of the 
annual camp many would be found to op- 
pose them. 

Very likely, also, Congress might object 
to voting large sums for the transportation 
and maintenance of troops. It might argue 
that this, while a good training, is an ex- 
pensive one; in other words, that the same 
amount might be more judiciously expend- 
ed, since a large sum would go for ordinary 
travelin concentrating troops at the point 
of rendezvous and then restoring them to 
their homes. It might also question whether 
it would not be chiefly the few general, 
field, or staff officers who would not chiefly 
profit, the training of the individual soldier 
being much the samein regimental as in 
division movements. 

All these points are passing under dis- 
cussion, and itis well that they should do 
so. Perhaps the result may be a kind of 
compromise which will remove all objec- 
tions, or at least greatly diminish them. 
Thus it might be found best to have a series 
of local manceuvres at places like New-York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, and_so on, conducted by troops of 
the immediate vicinity, so as to avoid much 
expense of transportation. The time of 
manceuvres could also be shortened. The 
main point just now is the apparent cer-, 
tainty that some scheme of the kind will be 
broached in the next Congress.

BELIEVED TO BE SAFELY CAGED IN THE 
HARLEM HOSPITAL. 

The quintet of burglars with whom Dr. 
Hornblower, of 30 Central-avenue, Jersey City, 
had a struggle in the early hours of Tuesday 
morning are likely to get a dose of Jersey jus- 
tice without much delay. One of the gang—the 
man who was shot by Dr. Hornblower—is 
already in eustody, and Chief Murphy, of the 
Jersey City police, expected last night to capt 
ure two more of them before morning. The 
wounded burglar ia at the Harlem Hospital. He 
will be removed to Believue Hospital this morn- 
ing, and will be held on a complaint made yes- 


terday by Dr. Hornblower. The man said his 
name was Eugene McCarthy, and that he lived 
at 40 Watts street, this city. 5 

On Tuesday afternoon about 5 o'clock he 
limped into a drug store at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-atreet and Third-avenue, complain- 
ing that he had been shot at Union Park by one 
of a number of marksmen who were shooting at 
a target for the amusement of themselves and a 
small army of other Italians who were celebrat- 
ingan anniversary of the fall of Rome. The 
Harlem Hospital was notified that a patient was 
in waiting, and, aithough the man demurred, he 
was taken therein an ambulance. Capt. Hook- 
er, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, had heard of 
the burglary at Dr. Hornblower’s house and, 
after a good look at McCarthy, decided that he 
was the burglar who had attempted to shoot the 
doctor and his wife and had been shot in return. 
He sent word to this effect to Inspector Byrnes, 
who sent the information to Chief Murphy, of 
Jersey City. The latter dispatched Detective 
Clos to the Harlem Hospital. Clos saw McCar- 
thy and took back with him»a mental photo- 
graph of the suspected burglar. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Hornblower, accom- 

anied by Detectives Dallon and McNally, of 
Secuey City. visited the hospital and saw Mc- 
Carthy. When the latter saw Dr. Hornblower 
he trembled visibly and broke out into a profuse 
perspiration. He also attempted to cover his 
face with hia hands. He refused to answer any 
questions or to say a word. Dr. Hornbiower 
said he believed McCarthy was the man whom 
he had shot and who had attempted to shoot 
him. McCarthy hasa bullet wound in the right 
thigh. The ball wentin at one side and out at 
the other. When he was brought to the hospital 
the wound was bleeding, but was surrounded 
with dried blood as ifit had been made at least 
some hours previously. 

The story told by McCarthy that he had been 
shot at Union Park vore an air of prebability, 
as a number of Italian workmen had been 
shooting there on Tuesday afternoon. While 
the Italian picnic was in progress, however, 
there were 15 policemen on the ground, and 
they, as well as the ane neg of the park, deny 
that any one was shot there on Tuesday. It is

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


A BIG PURCHASE. 
CurcaGco, Sept. 21.—Three documents— 
memorandum of sale, deed of conveyance, and 
lease—were filed yesterday in the Recorder’s 
office by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 
Railway Company. The memorandum of sale 
sets forth that the Grand Junction Railway 


Company agrees, on or before Jan. 1, 1935, to 
selland convey tothe Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railway Company 1,207 feet of 
land facing on State-street and extending 
from Twelfth to Fourteenth street, the consid- 
eration to be $1,300,000 in gold and the pay- 
ment tobe made whenever the deed 1s given. 
In the meanwhile the property is to be used by 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 upon pay- 
ment of G6 per cent. per annum interest on the, 
agreed purchase price, payable semi-annually to 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk. In considera- 
tion of these payments the latter company ¢on- 
seuts to the sale and releases its claim upon the 
property. The instrument is dated July 20, 

The deed of conveyance is from the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk to the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, on the right of way of the former's 
tracks from Forty-ninth-street to Western-ave- 
nue and ''wenty-sixth-street, the consideration 
being $300,000. The right to run trains over it, 
however, is reserved by the Chicage and Grand 
Trunk. This paper is also dated July 20. 

The lease is from the Grand Junction Railway 
Company to the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé. 
It leases the tracks and proporty of the Grand 
Trunk Railway situated in the vicinity of Hal- 
sted and Forty-ninth streets fora term of 99 
years, the annual rental being $18,000. In all 
of these the Chicago, Santa Fé and California 
Railway, by virtue of a contract between it and 
the Atchison Company under which it will be 
permitted to use the tracks, &c., and becomes 
jointly liable for the fulfillment of the contracts.

SOFT COAL RATES. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—The war on soft coal 
rates between Chieago and Northwestern points 
has assumed quite serious proportions, and there 
is great danger that unless speedy action is 
taken to settle the difficulty rates will go lower 
than they have ever been before. The latest 


rate made by the Chicago and Northwestern 
from Spring Valley and Chicago to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis is 95 cents. The Milwaukee 
and St. Paul has met this rate from Streator, 
Wilmington, and other mining points. As 
the roads from the coal mines’ to Chicago insist 
upon arate of 40 cents per ton, the proportion 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul from Chicago to 
St. Paulis only 55 cents per ton. The Chicago 
and Northwestern, if it carries outits policy of 
making the same rate from Spring Valley and 
Chicago to St. Paul as is accepted as their pro- 
portion by other roads from Chicago, it will 
have toreduce the rate to 55 cents, and if the 
other roads continue to meet the Northwestern’s 
rate, it will leave them only 15 cents per ton 
from Chicago to St. Paul. 

Strenuous efforta are being made to bring 
about an agreement by which rates can be re- 
stored. A meeting of the General Managers of 
the various roads interested in this traftic was 
held Monday at Chairman Faithorn’s office, 
but no conclusion could be reached, as the man- 
agers of some of the roads were not represented. 
An adjournment was taken until Thursday, 
wane is expected that all roads will be repre- 
sented.

GEN. WILLIAM PRESTON DIES 
AT LEXINGTON. 

HIS CARRER AS CONGRESSMAN, SOLDIER 
IN TWO WARS, AND CONFEDERATE 
AMBASSADOR TO OTHER COUNTRIES. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 21.—Gen. William 
Preston, who had been ill for nearly three 
months, died at his homein this city this after- 
noon in the presence of his family and a few 
relatives and friends. His death was peaceful 
and painless, The disease which carried him otf 
was a complication of rheumatism and arterial 
decay. 

William Preston was born Oct. 16, 1816, on his 
father’s farm, now within the city of Louis- 
ville. He was the great grandson of John Pres- 
ton, who emigrated from Derry, Ireland, settling 
in Augusta County, Va., in 1740. His only son, 
William, was a Colonel in the Revolutionary 
War, and was wounded at Guilford. He received 
& military grant of 1,000 acrea of land near the 
Falls of the Ohio, a portion of which is now oceu- 
pied by the city of Louisville. This was left to 
his third son, William, father of Gen. Preston, 
who moved to Kentucky in 1815 and took pos- 
session of the estate. In 1821 he died, leaving 
his son, William, only 5 years of age. 

William was taken by the Hon. Ben P. 
Hardin, of Bardstown, Ky., with whom he lived 
some time. He was educated by Jesuits of that 
place and at other colleges, including Yale. At 
Harvard, in the Class of '38, he took the de- 


gree of LL. B. He was admitted to the bar at 
Louisville, wherein 1840 he began the practice 
of law, being in partnership with the Hon. 
William J. Graves. Tm that year he married 
Margaret, daughter of the Hon. Robert Wick- 
liffe, of Lexington, and continued to manage his 
legal work and the interests of his large estate 
until the beginning of the Mexican war. 

This State raised two regiments, and Gen- 
Preston took up a subscription of $50,000, 
which sum he plaedd in bank to the credit of the 
State Government, to be used in forwarding 
troops. The Bank of Kentucky tendered one- 
half that amount for the same purpose. On 
Aug. 13, 1846, a requisition was made on Ken- 
tucky for two additional regiments, and in 
about five weeks they were raised. Gen. Pres- 
ton enlisted as a private, but was soon made 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Fourth Regiment, 
which was attuched to Scott’s column, and, after 
participating in the most memorable batties of 
the war, he remained in the city of Mexico 
until the treaty of peace was made in 1848. 

After his return from Mexico Gen. Preston 
was chosen, in 1849,a joint member with the 
Hon. James Guthrie to represent Louisville at 
the convention which formed the present Con- 
stitution of the State of Kentucky. He ‘led the 
opposition to G. Davis in the Know-Nothing 
Anti-Catholic movement. He was returned in 
1851,as Whig Representative of Louisville in 
the House of Representatives. With all his 
strength he advocated reform in the code of 
legal practice. He was Chairman of the first 
committee to consider the revision and forma- 
tion of the code now in existence, and, although 
Stropgly opposed by the legal profession,

REPORT ON THE SAWYER CHARGES IN

Sawyer by Kirk D. Pierce was submitted to-day. 


It is signed by four of the five members of the 
committee, Mr. Hersey, of Keene, making a 
minority report. The majority report says: 


“Upon our construction of the testimony and in 
our opinion the Hon. Oliver D. Sawyer is justified in 
the conclusion that it was the interatof Mr. Pierce 
to tencler a bribe. We have confidence in his intee- 
rity, and accept his testimony as a truthful state- 
ment of the speech of Mr. Pierce, as he understood 
it. Inregard to the snubs quent associations de- 
tailed in the testimony, we hold him blameless. In 
the minds of mauy the fact that Kirk D. Pierce was 
a meinber of a paid lobby discounts his own defense 
in advance. Admitting the “stupeuadous joke 
of his testimony,’ we find him pblamable 
in any conversation with a member of the Legislat- 
ure concerning his vote upon a pending question. 
Such conversations, even if conducted in a powmand 
manner,are liable to be construed as an assault upon 
an outer fortification preliminary to a more serious 
attack.

The vessel is to be constructed in accordance with, 
and subject to the conditions stated in, the **Circu- 
lars showing thé general requirements to be fulfilled 
in the design and performance of a Steel Twin- 
scraw Sea-going Torpedo Hoat,” approved by the 
Secretary of the Nayy July 22, 1887, copies of which 
can be obtained on application to the Bureau of Ord- 
nauce, Navy Departinent. 

Each proposal inust be accompanied by drawings 
and spécitications of the vessel which the bidder 
proposes to build. The drawings must be drawn 
correctly to a convenient scaie,and mist show 
clearly all the essential requisites of the vessel, and 
that all the requirements of thé abovo-mentioned cir- 
cularare embddied in the design.

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AN UNGRATEFUL REPUBLIC 


MR. HUNTINGION TELLS HOW 
HE HAS SUFFERED. 

HE DENIES THAT MONEY WAS 
RUPTLY USED IN 
HIS RAILROADS. 


C, P, Huntington, the First Vice-President 
of the Centrai Pacific Railroad, oceupied the st- 
tention of the Pacific Railroad investigators yes- 
terday at their office, 10 Wail-street. Mr. Hunt- 
ington is a finely developed old gentleman whose 
physical make-up has stood the wear and tear 
of Pacific coast railroading with far less ill re- 
sult than that of his colleague who testified on 
Tuesday. His step is light, his eye clear, and, if 
it were not for a short-cropped gray beard and a 
silk cap, which make him look rather venerable, 
be would, with his emphatically energetic move- 
ments, pass easily for a well preserved gentle- 
man of 50. 

Like Mr. Crocker, however, the turmoil of 
transcontinental railroading has affected his 
memory very seriously, and throughout the ex- 
amination he was unable to determine whether 
or not he had written a number of interesting 
letters, copies of which were produced and sub- 
mitted to him for identification and illumination, 
The letters were specimens selected from a 
patch whieh were introduced in evidence some 
few years ago in the trial of the suit which the 
widow of D. D. Colton brought against his sur- 
viving associates. They were interesting read- 
ing, and, while Mr., Huntington declined to 
father them, he frequeutly defended their 


statements with what coula not be other than 
paternal pride, His theory regarding the let- 
ters, which he acknowledged were partly in line 
with histhoughts at the time represented in 
their date lines, was that they had been stolen 
and tampered with. He was inclined to think 
they might bea mixture of what he had writ- 
ten and of what some one else had maliciously 
added. He expressed regret that the commis- 
sion was not able to examine him from the 
originals, but declined to discontinue the in- 
junction with which he prevented the investi- 
gators from gaining access to the originals when 
they were in California. 

Mr. Huntington went further than Mr. Crock- 
er in claiming to be a public benefactor. While 
describing how much he had done for the Goy- 
ernment and the country and how badly they 
had repaid him he made displays of almost 
youthfulenergy. Commissioner Anderson treated 
these with a quietdisregard that bordered closely 
npon disdain, waiting with averted head the 
wind-up of each passionate outbreak, and then 
bringing the witness back to the previous ques- 
tion with a complete absence of superfluous 
ceremony. 

At the opening of the proceedings the com- 
mission asked for anumber of vouchers repre- 
senting large disbursements, but Mr. Cohen, 
who remained at. Mr. Huntington’s side during 
the examination, stated that Gov. Stanford had 
refused to send them on because a number of 
important documents of the company which had 
been intrusted to the commission had not been 
returned. These vouchers, which are for “ legal 
services and expense account,” are signed by 
Mr. Huntington, who stated that he could not 
remember what they had been used for. 
He denied that the money had been used 
in pvribing members of Congress at the 
time legislation of great interest to the railroad 
was pending. He said the company employed 
men of ability to ‘explain matters” to members 
of Congresp. It also cost money to secure the 
information which. it was intended these able in- 
dividuals should impart. It was also very often 
difficult to find peopie who could secure the at- 
tention of legislators. ‘“‘We would. try,” the 
witness explained, ‘‘to get some one near toa 
Congressman—his best friend, for example—to 
show him just why it was best for the country 
that certain legislation should be accomplished. 
This was necessary. Yes, I have had men re- 
fuse to talk to me.” : 

It was, the witness explained, while the Cen- 
tral Pacific was engaged with its struggle with 
“Tom” Scott, then pushing his Texas Pacitic 
echeme, that there was special necessity for the 
kind of work described. The Central Pacific 
had a good many people then engaged in ‘pro- 
tecting its interests before Congress.”’ The con- 
test with Scott lasted for twoor three years, 
early in the seventies. 

Speaking of the letters on which it was pro- 
posed to’examine him, he said that some of the 
popies of his letters te Colton and others had 
been stolen. Agents had offered to sell them to 
him, but he told them “to sell’em to some fel- 
low that hadn’t read’em. Anyhow,” added, 
“there was nothing wrong in ’em, unless it was 
the grammar and spelling.” 

From this time on the commission endeavored 
to allow Mr. Huntington to verify the cerrect- 
ness of this statement. Mr. Anderson produced 
what purported to be a copy of a letter from the 
Witness to Colton. Like ali the others which 
followed, the interest of its allusions was marred 
by the absence of the names of the individuals 
discussed, blanks supplying their places. In the 
letter first produced Mr. Huntington complained 
that he did not have a shorthand writer, as Mr. 
Scott did. Then occurred the statement: ‘‘ All 
members of the House from California are doing 
well except ——, and he is a —— hog, and that’s 
the best that can be said about him.” 

Mr. Huntington thought he had not used the 
profane adjective; he thought he must have 
talled the Congressman “a wild hog.” He de- 
clined to say who the Cungressman was—tirst 
on the und that the commission had no right 
toask the question, and then because it would be 
unpleasant to answer. 

Another sentence in the same letter read: 
“Scott is working mostly among the commercial 
men. He has switched oif Senator ——, of —, 
and —, of ——, but you know they can be 
= back when the proper argument is 
use

“Switch?” said Mr. Huntington, meditative- 
iy. “What does ‘switch’ mean? It means 
change.” He explained that the switching was 
to be effected simpiy by the use of arguments, 
showing thatit was better for the country for 
the Central Pacific to build the road for nothing 
than to pay the Scott people a hundred-million- 
dollar subsidy. 

Mr. Huntington did not remember writing a 
letter dated Jan, 17. 1876, in which he said, “I 
believe that with $200,000 [ can pass our bill, 
but Itakeititis not worth that much to us.” 
In the sentence preceding occurred the apho- 
fism: “‘ It costs money to fix things.” 

** What is the meaning of the word ‘ fix?’” Mr. 
Anderson asked. 

“It means to go and convince a man that a 
thing is right. With the $200,000 [ would have 
had it explained to legislators how the Govern- 
ment could save millions. I never used money to 
influence Congressmen. There are probably some 
men in Congress that could be correpted. Eight- 
een hundred years ago the best man that ever 
lived perhaps selected 12 men and 162s per cent. 
of them were short weight.” 

Another letter which the witness did nof re- 
member writing described the Railroad Commit- 
tee ofthe House beiug “set up” for Scott, and 
suggested the necessity of “switching them 
away.” It described Scott as an avie man be- 

_eause he promised so much and had such a long 
list of creditors to heip him. The witness ex- 
ee that he did not think the committee had 

een wickedly “setup.” He meant that Scott 
had a great many friends and had brought to 
bear certain influences which were correct in 
their way. 

Growing warm, Mr. Huntington flung up his 
hand, with aswift gesture -of deprecation, and 
said: “ Geographical considerations were what 
induced many mento favor Scott's measure at 
one time. But tbe use of money is monstrous. 
Before we built this road you could trace the 
road to California by the bleaching bones of 
dead emigrants. They were nowhere absent 
from the sight. Instead of a journey weeks in 
duration, attended by constant dangers, we 
made it possible to cross the continent in six 
days. An army can now be placed on the Paci- 
fie coast within that time. The light-weight pol- 
iticians and others have cried out against us 
and black balled us. I have spent 25 of the best 
years of my life in building theroad. If any one 
has done more for thia eountry than my asso- 
ciates and myself I would like a chromo of them, 
I would.”’ 

“Will you please examine these copies of let- 
ters in the Colton case and aay whether you 
wrote them?’ said Mr. Anderson, who had ap- 
parently not paid the slightest attention to the 
witness's effort. 

Mr. Huntington lookei atthe printed repro- 
duction of his ietters and declared that he must 
be excused. He worked 16 hours a day and 
could not find time to read them. If he identi- 
fied anything in them as written by himself he 
would try to explain it. 

A letter dated Nov. 20, 1874, was read in 
which the writer alluded to the Congress of that 
date as “the hungriest crowd that ever got to- 
gether.” “I don’t think I wrote that,” the wit- 
nesssaid. “It is not in accordance with my 
rules of life to write thus. Besides, I had met 
hungrier crowds than that Congress.” 

“To save time, have you any objection to di- 
Tect a discontinuance of the suit which prevents 
the production of the original letters?’ 

“I dan’t object, personally, but I have asso- 
ciates.”’. 

** Will you consult with your associates?’ 

*T have not thetime. My counsel may do so.” 

So the reading of the letters went on. In one 
he said that if ever they got control of Union 
Pacific he did mot want to have anything to do 
with Jay Gould, because he was so much or a 
speculator. Witness said he did not re- 
member writing such a letter; didn’t remember 
having aspired to the control of Union Pacific or 
speaking in such an unkind way of Jay Gould. 
“T would like to know,” he added, ‘‘ why these 

old personal, private matters are being raked 

up. ‘ 

** It’s for political effect,” said Mr. Cohen. 

“No, it is not,” Mr. Anderson said. ‘The ob- 
fect is to find out whether you used money to 
control legislation.” 

Another individual described in one of the let- 
ters as a —— hog the witness described as “a 
man opposed.to everything that was of interest 
to humanity.” 

Witness’s counsel looked proud as a letter was 
read in which “A. A. C.” was described as @ 
* good fellow,” who ought to be paid the money 
he had lent the correspondents, as he hud waited 
long enough. Quite a laugh was caused a few 
minuves later when another letter was read 
again recommending that ‘‘ Cohen be paid, and 


for that matter every one else that we aro pay: 
ing 12 per cent. to.” Mr. Cohen said thata 
this was scandal and gossip, and that ite publi- 
cation was merely to influence whoever should 
have the next Custom House and Post Oftice. 

“Can you have Staiford [Governor of Arizona] 
call the Legislature together and have a fran- 
chise passed at a costof $25,000?” was the ques- 
tion asked in another letter. Mr. Huntington 
did not remember writing the letter, but did re- 
member that Colton favored the scheme, and 
that the idea simply was to pay the legitimate 
expenses the Territory incurred in the meeting 
of its Legislature. He did not see any harm in 
that. 

Another letter alluded to a member of the 
Forty-fourth Congress as ‘‘an ex-Governor, & 
slippery fellow, to whom I have ‘given passes, 
but don’t trust him,” Mr. Huntington said that 
he did not recognize the party by the description. 
Then Judge Dillon wrote a name on a slip of pa- 
per and said that the individual had been Gov- 
ernor of Virginia. ' 

“Not Pennsylvania?” Mr, Cohen asked with a 
smile and a glance at Gov. Pattison. 

Mr. Huntington read the name, which is that 
of Gilbert C. Walker, and said: **{ never wrote 
that he was a slippery fellow. He used to drink 
too much.” 

In the afternoon session, still finding texts 
from the letters, Mr. Huntington said that ex- 
Senator Gwynn helped the road one session, 
acting as Crocker’s agent in ‘“‘ explaining” the ad- 
vantages of the Southern Pacific Road. If money 
were paid Gwynn, be did not use it for an im- 
moral purpose. In another letter the writer 
spoke of sending Dewspaper articles to the 
World and Tribune. 

A letter dated January, 1876, alluded to an un- 
named agent who had been paid $60,000 already 
and wanted more. The letter explained that the 
writer could afford to pay him $20,000 a year, 
but not until he “had signed a proposition 
agreeing to control his friends in counection 
with the land grant business.” Mr. Anderson 
evidently thought that the expensive agent in- 
dicated was one W. Bb, Carr, whom Mr. Hunting- 
ton described as “a general utility man, who 
had never had a public position on the road.” 

“What class of services are rendered by your 
general utility men?” Mr. Anderson asked. 

“Rights of way, legisiation, and so forth.” 

‘“*Didn’t Mr. Carr attend to the California 
Legislature?” 

“Yes; I think he went there. I never heard 
of his being a lobbyist. That's a man who 
hangs around Washington for what he can pick 
up. A man who attendsa Legislature as the 
representative of an organization is entirely 
different. He is an agent of the company. That’s 
what Carr was. There were a great many legis- 
lators who had to be educated as to what was 
the best interests of the people. Yes; I think 
his services as such were worth $10,000 per 
annum.” 

Later on Mr. Huntington repeated, with 
emendations and additions, and with increased 
earnestness, his speech claiming that he had 
been a public benefactor of the first class, and 
wound up by saying: “We bave acted with the 
Government according to contract; the Gov- 
ernment has treated us like a highwayman.” 

In another letter occurred the worcs: ‘‘We 
are having a lively time in Washington. Scott 
is making a dirty fight, but I think I shall pull 
through. If Ido not live to see the grass grow- 
ing over his grave I shall be very much mis- 
taken.” The witness did not remember writing 
the beautiful sentiments, but confessed that 
some of its ideas were in his head at one time. 

Three California members of Congress were dis- 
cussed in a letter dated June 7, 1876, one of 
them being described as ‘“* wrong sometimes, but 
a gece fellow, and growiny;’’ the second as 
“right all the time,” and the third as ‘“‘a dog 
that was a disgrace to San Francisco, and ought 
to be defeated at any cost.” Mr. Huntington 
declined to identify the Congressmen, but 
acknowledged that about that time he was very 
anxious to defeat a certain San Francisco Con- 
gressman, and was ready to “chip in” in order 
to help things that way.

A FAST MILE IN DOUBLE HARNESS BY A

HALLENBECK WAS TO BLAME. 

State Railroad Commissioner Rogers met 
the officers of the Brooklyn Elevated Road yes- 
terday at their office, in Sands-street, and inves- 
tigated the accident which occurred on the road 
on Monday night by which seven persons were 
injured and a terrible disaster very narrowly 
averted. The investigation was held behind 


closed doors, and lasted two hours. Su- 
perintendent Martin, of the road, made 
this statement coneerning the  proceed- 
ings: “Engineer Giles, Train Dispatch- 
er Edwards, and wyself were examined 
under oath as to the causes of the accident, and, 
until our testimony has been tiled with the Rail- 
road Commission in Albany, I do not fee) at 
liberty to make it public. However, my own 
examination has convinced me that Engineer 
Hallenbeck, of Engine No. 5, was alone responsi- 
ble for the collision. He deliberately ignored ail 
signals and ran his train into a relief engine 
which was standing on the main track and had 
not time to getoff. Hallenbeck evidently knows 
he is guilty, for he has disappeared, and all our 
efforts to find him have proved failures. He1is 
afraid to return.” 

Hallenbeck is one of the men who aceepted 
work on the road during the recent strike of the 
members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gincers. He wasonce discharged from the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad for intoxication, aud from 
evidence received by Superintendent Martin 
yesterday he was intoxicated when his engine 
collided with No. 12, About three weeks ago 
Hallenbeck ran overa man named Galiy at the 
Sumner-avenue station of the elevated. Gally 
had fallen or jumped from the platform to the 
tracks, and the Coroner’s jury found that he had 
committed suicide. Superintendent Martin said 
yesterday, however, that Hallenbeck was drunk 
a that that drunkenness caused Gally’s

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HE FOOLED WASHINGTON MAGNATES 
WITH SOME QUEER SEEDS. 

George P. Anderson, the chief witness 
against McCue and Cleary, the keepers now 
under indictment for causing the death of a 
patient, Parrish by name, in the Ward’s Island 
Insane Asylum, is in the House of Detention 
pending the trial. He is aman apparently on 
the sunny side of 50, of good physique, comely 
face, frank features, and a glib tongue. He was 
asked yesterday about a report that he had 
once swindled some of the best known people in 


the country by palming off on them some com- 
mon seeds as those of a rare plant he had found 
in the Sierra Madre Mountains. 

* T will tell you all aboutit,” he said with a 
laugh, * and then you caw judge for yourself. I 
was born and bred in Texas and while there was 
adopted as a son of the Comanche tribe, [ never 
lived with the Indians, put [ had done their 
chief a service and they rewarded me with the 
honor of adoption, In this way I came to be 
known as ‘Comanche George,’ 4 sobriquet that 
has stuck to me nearly ever since, 

“Jn 18751 went to Washington with a band of 
Indians and effected the first treaty-between the 
United States and the Piutes. At that time I 
was throwninto the company of nearly all the 
prominent people in Washington, ineluding 
President Grant. My Indian companions and I 
were frequent guests at the White House and 
were otherwise often honored. 

** Now, there is in the Sierra Madre Mountains 
apiant known to the Indians as the cocotell. 
It bears a pretty flower, white, red. and some- 
times pink, according to the variety of the plant. 
i have never seen the cocotell anywhere but in 
the Sierra Madres, and naturally I regarded it 
as something of a curiosity. Hence it was that 
I brought some genuine cocotell seeds to Wasb- 
ington and gave them to Gen. Grant and other 
notables. Their fame soon spread to such an 
extent that [ was besieged with applications for 
them. Senators of the United States, Congress- 
men, Cabinet officers, Ministers Plenipotentiary, 
and in fact the whole batch of Washington offi- 
cials, native and foreign, seemed to have caught 
an itvhing for cocotell seeds. My limited stuck 
was quickly exhausted. 

* Just at this time I happened to passa mag- 
nolia tree, and, noticing the green seeds, it oc- 
curred to me thatit would be a capital joke to 
gather some and give them away as seeds of the 
cocotell. I didit, and found that they worked 
quite as well as the genuine. Senator Evarts, 
Secretary Zach Chandler, David M. Key, and 
many others that Icannot now recall were my 
debtors for the kindness of presenting them 
withthe bogus cocotell seeds. Someof them 
made me presents in return, but in no instance 
did I sell or offer to sell any of the seeds. 

‘*When I left Washington 1 went to Baltimore, 
and was entertained by Ross Winans. | gave 
him a package of cocotell seeds, and he wanted 
me to accept in return an antique piece of ar- 
mor, but L had no use for it, and declined. When 
I came to New-York I did not think of the seeds, 
until one night when I met Amos Cummings, 
and being somewhat in my cups, I related the 
magnolia deception. He considered it sucha 
good joke that he told me to play it on 
Mr. Charles A. Dana. I did so, and Mr. 
Dana was so delighted that he gave me a twen- 
ty-dollar bill. I also gave some of the bogus 
seeds to Thurlow Weed, who presented me with 
two twenty-boliar bills, and wanted to give me a 
ckeck, but my conscience drew the line at the 
check, and I refused it. In no instance did I ever 
sell or offer to sell any seeds of any description, 
and whatever money came into my hands on ac- 
count of the cocotell seeds was voluntarily con- 
tributed. 

“As to the charge of my suffering from epi- 
lepsy, it is absolutely false. The cause of all the 
falls that I have ever hadis drink. While drunk 
I fell down at the corner of Park-row and Pearl- 
street and cut my head open. I was sent to 
Ward’s Island instead of toa hospital, and while 
there I saw Parrish murdered. I wish [ hadn’t. 
I have now been in the House of Detention since 
July 5, and I am to remain here until the trial. 
I shall not drink any more when I get out of 
here, and as wy stock of cocotell is exhausted [ 
shall probably go back to the Sierra Madres.” 
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SCHEDULES IN ASSIGNMENT FILED FOR 
GROVESTEEN & PELL. 

Philip W. Harding, the Assignee of 
Grovesteen & Pell, the stock brokers, filed his 
schedules in the Court of Common Pleas yester- 
day. They show in the aggregate thatthe firm 
owes $1,006,821, that its nominal sets are 
$3,247,193, and its actual assets $833,899. The 
partners individually are about as badly off as it 
is possible to be. Mr. Pell, like young Doremus, 
of Henry 8. Ives & Co., has no assets of any 
kind; but he managed to overdraw his account 
witb his firm $134,523. Mr. Grovesteen’s only as- 


setis his seatin the Stock Exchange. The Assignee 
values this at $17,000; but he owes his fellow- 
members of the Exchange more than this, and 
they are preferred creditors as far as the avails 
of the seat are concerned. A claim of T. T. 
Houston for $1,042 61 is reckoned as a private 
debt of Mr. Grovesteen’s. 

In an affidavit attached to the schedules Mr. 
Harding says that the assets consist chiefly of 
$796,000 tirst consolidated bonds of the East 
and West Alabama Railroad Company; $635,000 
of the Rome and Decatur Railroad Compan 
first mortgage bonds; 3,03142 shares of the Eas 
and West Alabama Railroad Company’s stock, 
of the nominal value of $303,150, and 3,328 
shares of the Rome and Decatur Railroad Com- 
pany’s stock, of the nominal value of $332,800; 
$420,000 in Bankers and Merchants’ bond cer- 
tificates, with 1,750 shares of the Commercial 
Telegraph Company’s preferred stock; other 
securities in smaller amounts, and certain in- 
debtedness to the firm, of which the largest item 
is $112,000 on a loan made to Watson Matthews, 
for which the firm holds as collateral $452,000 
of Carolina Central Railroad Company’s second 
mortgage bonds and $50,000 in Carolina Central 
Railroad Company’s third mortgage bonds. 

Mr, Harding also says that on taking charge 
of the firm’s affairs he found that all the securi- 
ties had been hypothecated, and he has never 
been able to reduce to possession any of the 
assets, except $979 81. The firm was largely 
interested in the securities of the East and West 
Alabama aud the Rome and Decatur Railroad 
Companies. Owing toits failure, and the fact that 
the Rome and Decatur Company has been 
placed in the hands of a Receiver, the securities 
have greatly depreciated. Many of the securi- 
ties have no presest market value. Alfred H. 
Allen, a stock and loan broker, indorses Mr. 
Harding’s valuation of the firm’s assets. The 
principal creditors are as follows:

But some peculiar actions on the part of Marks 
and his alleged sister aroused the suspicions of 
Mrs. Taylor, and she requested them to leave, 
which they did on Saturday last, without asking 
for any reasons. After they had gone, Mrs, 
Taylor discovered that some wearing apparel 
and a pair of bracelets belonging to her were 
missing, and concluded that her recent boarders 
had taken them. On Sunday she was Visited by 
Isaac Torres, a middle-aged gentleman, who lives 
at 317 Division-avenue. Mr. Torres confessed to 
Mrs. Taylor that he was searching for his wife, 
who had eloped. He described her, and Mrs. 
Taylor recognized the description as that of the 
woman who had lately boarded at her house as 
the sister of young Marks. Mr. Torres further 
described Marks, who, he said, was his wife’s 
cousin, and the little boy, who was the oldest of 
four children. 

Mrs. Taylor then obtained a warrant for Marks 
on the charge of theft. A detective found Mrs. 
Torres and Marks in handsomely furnished 
apartments in the Twenty-second-street house, 
Marks took things very coolly in court, and, 
after pleading not guilty, went back to his cell 
to await examination on Saturday next. He is 
an Australiau by birth, and, according to his 
own story, is related to several wealthy fami- 
lies. A brother, he says, is the Japanese Consul 
to Australia, and an uncle, Alfred Marks, is con- 
nected with the Spanish Embassy at Washing- 
ton. The late Judge Cardozo was a relative 
also, he says. Young Marks always had plenty 
of money, and he claims to own property in 
Australia valued at $100,000. He received re- 
mittances from some one in that country every 
month. 

It was about six weeks ago that he firat made 
his appearance at Mr. Torres’s house and intro- 
duced himself as a cousin of Mrs. Torres. He was 
made welcome, and during the frequent absences 
of Mr. Torres, who is a traveling salesman for a 
New-York business house, he made himself very 
agreeable to his beautiful cousin. In fact, he be- 
came too attentive to suit Mr. Torres, who or- 
dered him to discontinue his visits. This was 
done temporarily, but Mrs. Torres continued to 
meet him away from her home. 

One day three weeks ago Mr. Torres returned 
home from a business trip unexpectedly and 
found that his wife had gone to Coney Island 
with Marks and her 10-year-old daugh- 
ter. He procured a revolver and followed 
them. Meeting them on the shore he 
upbraided his wife, and becoming furious 
drew his pistol and attempted to shoot both her 
and Marks. The little girl’s tears and entreaties 
made him lower his arm, and in a fit of gener- 
osity he oftered his arm to his wife and walked 
her off, leaving Marks to go his own way. After 
that things went along smoothly until Sept. 12, 
when Mr. Torres found that his wife bad taken 
her boy and gone away with Marks. He traced 
them to Mrs. Taylor’s, and then to this city. , 

Marks says it’s alia mistake about the theft. 
He took the articles by mistake, and will return 
them. As for Mr. Torres, he says his wife’s de- 
sertion serves him right. 

** He treated her badly,” said Marks. ‘She is 
fond of me and I am fond of her, and when I get 
out of here we will go off about our business.” 
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TORN-UP STREBTS. 
AN EFFORT TO ABATE THE NUISANCE 
TO BE MADE. 

There is little doubt that some concerted 
action on the part of the city departments will 
soon be taken against the steam company that 
is now tearing up the streets regardiess of the 
convenience or health of the people. Mayor 
Hewitt did not go before the Grand Jury yester- 


day, although he took steps to inform himself on 
the magnitude of the evil. He sent aletter to 
Street-Cleaning Commissioner Coleman, in which 
he said: 


“Notwithstanding the efforts you have made to 
keep the streets clean, I think I have never seen 
them in a worse coudition than they are at present. 
This is due to the innumerable excavations going on 
in every part of the city, not only covering the 
streets with dirt, but leaving an accumulation upon 
the trenches where they are repaved. Itseemstome 
that the companies eugaged in the work of laying 
pipes leave this dirt upon the surface for an unrea- 
sonably long time, I will thank you to cause an in- 
spection to be made and to report to me the localities 
in which the dirt ought now to be removed, so that I 
may request the Department of Public Works to en- 
force the law in this respect. I wish this inspection 
to be continuous and the reports to be mede as often 
as you can get at the facts, in order that this crying 
evil, the subject of universal complaint, may be re- 
duced to the narrowest possible limit of aggrava- 
tion.’ 

Gen. Newton, of the Department of Public 
Works, intends to move against the company 
when he has sutticient official knowledge upon 
which te base decided action. The people inter- 
ested are beginning to realize that the depart- 
ment most responsible for the present almost 
unbearable condition of atfairs is the Health De- 

artment. President Bayles and Dr. Bryant 
fave done nothing to mitigate the evils com- 
plained of. Mr. Baylesis on record as holding that 
the swell from the trenches is not unheaithtful. 
Mauy people who have been made ill by inhaling 
the disagreeable odors would disagree with him 
upon that point.

STOCK EXCHANGE GOVERNORS. 

The Governors of the Stock Exchange 
hela a long and busy meeting yesterday after- 
noon, and did not adjourn until the pangs of 
hunger were gnawing fiercely under their waist- 
coats, The cases before them were particularly 
interesting, because by their action the Stock 
Exchange was to put on record its opinion of the 
brilliant financiering and final downfall of young 


Henry 8. Ives, of whose operations a very un- 
complimentary idea is held by some people in 
and out of Wall-street. 

ives’s partner, Thomas C. Doremus, whose 
Stock Exchange membership was his contrtbu- 
tion to the resources of H. 8. Ives & Co., was on 
trial before the wise men of the Exchange, who 


were to decide whether or not he and his firm | 


had been too wicked and been caught at it for 
him to be restored to all the privileges of his 
membership. Being in astate of suspension is 
not a new experience for Mr. Doremus in his 
dealings with the Stock Exchange. It is not so 
very long ago—and not so long, either, before H. 
S. Ives & Co. went under—that he was restored 
toa member's full rights after a period spent 
under the Governors’ ban. He was forgiven ana 
taken back into favor then, but yesterday his ex- 
perience waa wu different one. He underwent the 
ordeal before his judges without flinching, and 
when he walked out of their room he looked 
calm and unmoved, almost as cheerful and self- 
possessed, in tact, as Mr. Ives himself would 
have appeared under the same circumstances. 
He declined to talk of his case, and went quietly 
to his business place, where his partners were 
waiting for him. 

When the Governors consider such a case as 
Mr. Doremus’s they “determine” something or 
other aboutit. In this instance they determined 
that Doremus’s failure ** had been caused by un- 
businesslike dealings, ana he was ineligible for 
reinstatement.” It was a cheerful agreeing with 
the popular projudice about H. 8. Ives & Co., but 
it was ahardthing for the junior members of 
the firm. Ives and Stayner heard the news and 
walked to Wall-street together. They didn’t let 
themselves appear rufiied at all, and did not 
8eem to feel that they were very badly off on ac- 
count of the Stock Exchange judges’ verdict. 

_The case of W. L. Roberts, a member of the 
Exchange, who used to live in Baltimore, who 
came here oceasionally to transact business, and 
who got into financial complications and dis- 
appeared, was also discussed by the Governors, 
and they determined that he also was ineligible 
for reinstatement because his failure was due 
to unbusinesslike methods.

OPPOSITION 10 GIBBS. 


REPUBLICANS IN THE THIRTEENTH DIS- 
TRICT PREPARED TO FIGHT. HIM. 


The opposition to the leadership of ex- 
Senator Frederick S. Gibbs assumed formidable 
proportions at last night’s meeting of the friends 
of Alderman James A. Cowie and School Com- 
missioner Henry L. Sprague, held in Grand 
Opera House Hall. Over 250 persons were 
present, and nearly all of them signed a pledge 
to “form an organization the object of which 
shall be to secure the nomination of proper can- 
didates by the Republican Party and to insure 
their election.” Charles T. Polhamus presided. 

The Committee on Organization reported a 
form of constitution and by-laws and recom- 
mended the election of the following officers for 
the first year: President—Henry L. Sprague; 
Vice-Presidents—William Hail and James Mil- 
ler; Sergeant-at-Arms—Alexander Murray. Mr. 
Sprague, when led to the platform, said that if 
the organization were to be described it would 
be with the words “eminently respectable.” 
The men in it made their money in other 
ways than by politics. They wanted 
their leaders to be beyond reproach. 

he Republicans of the district were not willing 
to be governed by one man. Mr. Gibbs had suc- 
ceeded but once out of the five times that he had 
gone before the people, but once more he had 
mapped outaprogramme. Every man in the 
room was a Republican, but not a Gibbs Repub- 
lican. A prominent Republican in this State 
had recently said to the speaker: “I see the 
Thirteenth District 1s again in trouble. Can you 
not get rid of that man Gibbs?” 

A resolution was adopted providing for the 
appointment of a committee of tive to investi- 
gate the roll of membership of the district, take 
before the courts every fraudulent enrollment 
found, and, upon proof of fraud, see that the 
persons 80 enrolling are brought to punishment. 
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IN FAVOR OF MANUAL TRAINING. 

The Board of Education, at its meeting 
yesterday, while not definitely settling the 
question of introducing into the schools manual 
training, discussed the matter, and it was 
clearly shown that many of the Commissioners 
believe in the proposed system. The discussion 
came up upon the old report of the Committee 
on School Studies made last June in favor of 
industrial education in the public schools. Com- 
missioner Sprague favored the adoption of the 
report. President Simmons believed in mak- 
ing haste slowly, and thought the engrafting 
of such a system should only be agreed upen 
after careful consideration. Three years ugo 
the board carefully revised the course of study, 
and a considerable cutting down resulted. He 
doubted if a further change could be made wise- 
ly so as to allow the new manual system to 
comeintothe school routine. President Sim- 
mons thought it not wise to adopt the sug- 
gestions of the report exceptin an experiment- 
alway. Atthe next meeting the board wiil 


continue the discussion, anda vote will proba- 
bly be reached,

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A GCONTRACTOR FATAILLY STABBED. 

John Smith, a contractor, living at Forty- 
second-street and Fort Hamilton-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was stabbed and probably fatally wounded 
by an Italian workman named Tereeni Carmino 
yesterday. Carmino formerly worked for Mr. 
Smith. He was discharged, and yesterday he 
demanded $4 50 back pay. 
that he didn’t owe him any, and walked away. 
Carmino followed him and stabbed him twice in 
the neck with a dirk. Carmino attempted to es- 
cape, but was captured and taken to the Third- 
avenue staiion house, where he was locked up, 

Mr. Smith was removed to a drug store, where 
Ambulance Surgeon Clarke pronounced his 
wounds fatal. Later he was removed to his 
home, and his family physician expressed the 
opinion that he could not possibly recover. Mr. 
Smith is 48 years old, and was rapidly aecumu- 
lating a fortune. 
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MISS HATTIE KING WILKEES’S DEATH. 

Miss Hattie King Wilkes, the lady who 
died at the Kearsarge House, North Conway, N. 
H., Sunday afternoon, from fright caused by the 
running away of the horse attached to the car- 
riage she was driving, was well known in this 
city, where she lived at 16 Washington-square, 
North, from her charitable acts. Miss Wilkes, 
who was about 44 years old, was the daughter 
of Dr. George Wilkes, a physician of high stand- 
ing many years ago and who was connected 
with the New-York Lite Insurance Company. 
She was the granddaughter of James King, and 
her uncle is the head of the firm of James G. 
King’s Sons, bankers, at 53 William-street. Miss 
Wilkes lived with her aunt, Miss Ann King, an 
old lady 9U years of age, and her sister Grace.

THE UNITED LABOR PARTY UNDISMAYED 
BY THEIR FOES, 


The letter of Police Commissioners Voor- 
his and Fitz John Porter to John J. O’Brien, 
Chief of the Bureau of Elections, forbidding him 
to take any steps toward enrolling or qualifying 
the United Labor, Party’s inspectors until he 
heard from the full board, did not seem to dis- 
concert the leaders of the party yesterday. They 
feel confident that they have the law on their 
side, and do not think the Democratic Commis- 


sionerscan do them any injury. One of the 
leaders said yesterday that long ago Corpora- 
tion Counsel O’Brien decided that the United 
Labor Party was entitled to the inspectors of 
election, and that the Police Commissioners had 
nothing left to do but to confirm them.

John MeMackin says thelaw is mandatory. 
The United Labor Party selects the inspectors 
and the Police Commissioners must appoint. 
The only consideration would be the matter of 
compensation for the inspectors, but that would 
come up afterward. ‘‘ The pretensions of Irving 
Hall that it rolled up the immense vote last 
Fall,” continued Mr. McMackin, *‘are absurd.” 

The Progressive Labor Party, who have ap- 
pointed Commissioner Porter their representa- 
tive in the Police Board, made application at 
the Bureau of Elections yesterday for blanks on 
which to make out their applications for the ap- 
pointment of inspectors. They were informed 
that none had heen provided for them. Then 
Commissioner Porter went to the bureau in

6 consulted with Commissioner Voorhis, and 
orders were given to prepare the blanks.
